Johns- 
town won the Babylon Handicap, Richard Johnson 
Stakes, Remsen Handicap, Breeders’ Futurity, 
Paumonok Handicap, Wood Memorial Stakes, Ken- 
tucky Derby, Withers Stakes, Dwyer Stakes, and 
Belmont Stakes.

Johnstown is out of a daughter of *Sir Galla- 
had III, and his female family is one of the most 
desirable. He is half-brother to Jacola. The fam- 
ily also has produced such horses as Omaha, The 
Scout, Flares, etc. Johnstown’s second dam, *Flam- 
bette, won the Latonia Oaks (114 miles in 2:03%5, 
126 pounds), and produced three stakes winners.

The importation of *Easton has occasioned much comment among breed- 
ers both in America and abroad. One breeder declared, “His breeding cannot 
be excelled, But for the war Iam certain he never would have been sold.” An- 
other adds, “Without exception I would rather have *Easton for this country 
than any other stallion in Europe.” An English comment, “His sale has 
caused a great deal of disappointment in this country.” 


*Easton’s male line has produced many top sires. He traces to Hampton and from his 
great-grandsire, Bay Ronald, descend such crack sires as Gay Crusader, Gainsborough, Hy- 
perion, Solario, Son-in-Law, Bosworth, Oleander, Foxlaw, Foxhunter, Barneveldt, Wallen- 
stein, and others. *Easton is out of a daughter of Phalaris, whose sons include the outstand- 
ing sires *Sickle, *Pharamond II, Pharos, Fairway, Manna, etc. L’Etoile, third dam of 
*Easton, produced the sire Ecouen and was a full sister to *Star Shoot (leading sire in five 
seasons). 


*Easton raced at two, three and four. He won 639,140 francs in France and Belgium and 
£3,369 in England. At two *Easton won the Prix de la Reine Mathilde at Deauville. At 
three he won the Prix Ladas (one mile), Grand International d’ Ostende (11 furlongs, beat- 
ing Admiral Drake by 21% lengths), and Select Stakes (one mile), was second to Colombo in 
the Two Thousand Guineas, and to Windsor Lad in the English Derby (beating Colombo, 
Tiberius, Admiral Drake, and others). At three *Easton also was third in the Grand Prix i 
de Paris. 


As a 4-year-old *Easton won the Lingfield Park Spring Stakes (one mile), March 
Stakes (11, miles, by four lengths), and the Ribblesdale Stakes at Ascot. He was beaten 
by Windsor Lad in the Coronation Cup at Ascot (by one and one-quarter lengths, with Cay- 
manas four lengths away third).

The Future of Distance Racing: Part 2 


MERICAN racing now faces an unfamiliar 
situation and a new opportunity. It has at- 
tempted a revival of distance racing and has seen 
the effort rewarded with an unexpected measure 
of success. It has seen the number of races at 
distances greater than 114, miles increase sub- 
stantially in the last few years. It has seen new 
herces created by such racing. It has seen, in 
the last few weeks, one of the largest fields of 
recent years contest a $50,000 added stakes race 
over a route of 214 miles. It has noted the evi- 
dent public interest in such events. It has in- 
creased the number of horses available for route 
racing. It has, in short, demonstrated that dis- 
tance racing is not only desirable but attainable. 
Hence many a race track is now considering 
what part it can play in welcoming back to 
American racing the prodigal son, for whom 
Alfred Vanderbilt has already killed the fatted 
calf. The average track, we believe, has recog- 
nized the box office appeal of the long race and 
will be willing to cooperate in what amounts to 
anew movement in that direction. But the field 
is still comparatively unknown to the modern 
generation, and we shall be obliged to depend 
largely upon trial and error to determine the 
best course to pursue. We make bold, however, 
to offer a few suggestions which may conceivably 
prove helpful toward planning the distance racing 
of the future. 

We would suggest, first, that the emphasis, as 
far as value and the number of races are con- 
cerned, ought to be put upon races ranging in 
distance from 11% to two miles, and that there 
is no occasion for races of any sort at distances 
as great as three miles. Even in countries where 
the tradition of distance racing has been main- 
tained steadily 234, miles is an extreme distance. 
The top purses for stayers ought, we believe, to be 
somewhere around the 1%4-mile mark, tapering 
off gradually as more furlongs are added. 

The general level of purses for the longer dis- 
tances ought to be higher than for races at six to

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nine furlongs. This is proper from the horseman’s 
point of view, because he must go to greater ex- 
pense to develop a good stayer than to develop a 
geod sprinter; it is proper from the track’s point 
of view, because the long race is a better attrac- 
tion than the short race. In general, race tracks 
have already shown their recognition of this 
principle. 

Every effort should be made to place distance 
racing on as high a plane as possible with re- 
gard to class. Conditions other than claiming 
should be made wherever possible, so that dis- 
tance racing shall tend to reduce the much too 
high proportion of claiming races. Every track 
which has a stakes program should schedule at 
least one stakes event at a distance greater than 
10 furlongs, if there is any prospect of a reason- 
ably good field for such a race. 

There ought to be a far larger proportion of 
long races than we now have, which is still less 
than 2 per cent of all races run in North America. 
There should be enough opportunities for stayers, 
at all seasons of the year, and especially through 
the latter half of the season, to encourage owners 
and trainers to attempt the development of 
horses for specialization in this field. It will cer- 
tainly not be feasible in the immediate future, but 
we should like to see the day when some of our 
race courses shall make it a policy to run at least 
one race a day with a minimum distance of 11 or 
12 furlongs. 

If distance racing continues to gain in favor, 
we believe there is a possibility for a good weight- 
for-age race at 2% miles, the distance of the 
Ascot Gold Cup, limited, possibly, to horses at 
least four years of age. There is also a possi- 
bility of establishing sectional weight-for-age 
championship races, for horses bred in the East, 
Middle West, and Far West, with a view to a na- 
tional championship test late in the season. 

Some of the important distance races ought to 
be made exclusively for fillies and mares, espec- 
ially during the fall months. The more distance 
racing we have, the more female stars we shall 
have.

Guild and Insurance 


HE tenant of these columns is heartily in 

favor of any plan which will result in ade- 
quate protection for jockeys in case of injury, 
and for their families in case of death. The Bay 
Meadows track, according to recent information, 
has cut the knot by paying for insurance in the 
amount of $96 a day, on the riders there, the 
premiums being taken from the breakage fund. 
Whether this is sheer altruism or an attempt to 
retain the breakage, which is in some danger of 
being taken away, is temporarily beside the point. 
Detroit has a relief fund, not restricted to jock- 
eys, but sometimes used to care for them or 
for their families. Kentucky and Illinois have 
funds, derived from license fees, fines, and the 
like, for somewhat similar purposes. Possibly 
other states have small reserves with which to 
help injured riders. But what the jockeys want, 
and what it seems to this observer they should 
have, is a definite arrangement, of so much a 
week in case of injury, and a definite amount of 
insurance in case of death. The newly formed 
Jockey Guild is moving with some purpose to- 
ward establishment of some such concrete set-up. 


There has been a suggestion, too, that insur- 
ance could be paid out of the fund which repre- 
sented uncashed tickets, these having been torn 
up by absent-minded gentry who were looking at 
the wrong horse, or did not wait for the official 
sign, or something of the sort. But let’s not kid 
ourselves. Since the money comes from a fund 
which would otherwise go into the treasury of the 
race track, the track is paying for it just as 
completely as if the front office had written a 
check on its regular account. 

Should other tracks take over the burden of 
paying for insurance, and thus take the strain off 
the treasury of the Jockey Guild, it is to be hoped 
that that organization will not therefore lapse 
into uselessness. At present, a jockey who is 
under suspension is barred from participation in 
the Guild’s benefits, though along with the sus- 
pension goes most of the danger of the profession. 
What efforts have been made to restrict the 
Guild’s membership to thoroughly reputable rid- 
ers this deponent has not been informed. But it 
has an opportunity to separate fair riders from 
foul more surely than all of the patrol judges, 
starters, stewards, et al., can ever do. When a 
member in good standing jams a field on the 
first turn, thus endangering the life and prejudic- 
ing the health of other Guild members in good 
standing, does the organization propose to take 
any notice? Under present conditions, this could 
be construed as a direct raid on the Guild treas- 
ury, not in too flowing a condition just at present, 
anyway. 

For this reason, if for no other, it would seem 
best to leave the riders with some stake in the 
matter, and with some obligation to meet, even 
if the race tracks chose to take over the major 
part of the financial responsibility. The sugges- 
tion is here offered that the tracks take up the 
extra hazard which the profession of race riding 
involves, leaving life and accident insurance avail- 
able to the jockeys at the conventional rate. It 
has always been represented that the reason

jockeys did not carry their own insurance was 
that the expense was too great. The suggestion 
offered above would permit a jockey to pay the 
same for life and accident insurance as a banker 
or a peanut seller, with the race tracks paying, 
not the premiums, but the increase in premiums. 

Of course, with all of these bright ideas about 
where the money is to come from, no one has yet 
had the temerity to suggest that state govern- 
ments which take from $500,000 to $5,000,000 a 
year from racing should put a few thousands into 
protecting the people engaged in the _ sport, 
though heaven knows they are quick enough to 
take care of those who aren’t doing anything and 
den’t intend to do anything, except vote at regu- 
lar intervals.

Court Manor Dispersal 


EW Thoroughbred sales of recent years have 

attracted more attention than that of Wed- 
nesday, October 30, in which the stock at the 
late Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Court Manor Stud, 
New Market, Va., was dispersed under the direc- 
tion of the Fasig-Tipton Company. To the auc- 
tion came a representative and purposeful gather- 
ing of Thoroughbred breeders from many sections 
of the country. Many of them had conned their 
catalogues well and had fixed the limits to which 
they would go on the individuals which appealed 
to them. They had also arrived at Court Manor 
a day or two before the sale in order to have a 
look at the horses as a further guide to their bid- 
ding. But most of those who came with money 
to buy still had their money when they went 
away, for the bidding kept going after their limits 
were passed, and many a man found his own 
limit passed before he had ever made a bid. No 
one questioned that it was a good sale. 

A total of 101 head were sold for $225,225, 
average $2,230. Six stallions brought $28,475, 
average $4,746; 62 mares brought $146,575, aver- 
age $2,364; 33 weanlings sold for $50,175, average 
$1,520. (At Saratoga in August 41 Court Manor 
yearlings had averaged $1,741.) 

The highest price of the sale was the $19,500 
paid for the strikingly handsome grey stallion 
*Gino, by David N. Rust, Jr., owner of Rockridge 
Farm at Leesburg, Va. None of the other stal- 
lions approached this figure, and Neddie, which 
went to the New Jersey breeder W. W. Vaughan 
for $5,500, was generally considered to be one of 
the few bargains of the sale. 

The highest price paid for a broodmare-at the 
Kilmer estate auction was $16,500, bid by Emer- 
son F. Wcodward, owner of Valdina Farms in 
Texas, for Sun Celerina, 6-year-old winning 
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daughter of *Sun Briar out of the excellent 
French race mare *Celerina, by *Teddy, second 
dam the French classic winner Diavolezza, by 
Le Sagittaire. Sun Celerina had had her first 
foal in 1940, a Neddie filly, and was in foal to 
*Gino. Mr. Woodward also went to $8,000 to buy 
*Rivalry. Other top prices were $7,900, paid by 
Ivor Balding (representing C. V. Whitney) for 
the Alabama Stakes winner *Alberta; $10,500, 
paid by J. S. Phipps, owner of the young stallion 
Blenheim, for Sun Dancer, young daughter of 
*Sun Briar and the good producer Masked 
Dancer, by Disguise; $6,900, paid by Walter P. 
Chrysler for the stakes winner Polly Egret, dam 
of Sun Egret; and $6,500, paid by Mr. Chrysler 
for He Did’s sister Dinah Victory. 

Among the weanlings the top price was $5,600, 
paid by J. S. Phipps for the *Sun Briar—Polly 
Egret filly. The bay colt by *Sun Briar out of 
*Rivalry, by Blandford, went to Valdina Farms 
for $5,500. 

The sale was held in a tent which fell far short 
of sheltering the crowd, which numbered appar- 
ently between 1,200 and 1,500 persons. But ac- 
tually no shelter was needed, as the sky was 
clear and the day unseasonably warm. The sale 
went off without incident, and at high speed. 
About 35 head were sold before the crowd ad- 
jeurned to enjoy the lunch which had _ been 
ordered by Mrs. Kilmer. Selling was resumed 
about 1 o’clock. The stallions were not offered 
until the end of the sale, *Gino coming in the 
ring last of all. The sun was still well above the 
rim of the hills when he was led away to his stall.

Notes of the Sale 


The average of the Court Manor dispersal was 
the highest for a sale of similar nature in the 
United States since W. R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud at 
Lexington was dispersed in the fall of 1935, aver- 
aging $2,338. How the totals and average com- 
pare with some of the other more important sales 
of recent years is indicated by the following table:

The dispersal of the Nursery Stud after the 
death of Major August Belmont was one of the 
greatest sales of Thoroughbreds ever held in 
America, totaling more than three-quarters of a 
million dollars. The high price was the $100,000 
paid by Joseph E. Widener for Fair Play, and the 
highest price paid for a broodmare was the 
$45,000 Mr. Widener gave for *Quelle Chance, 
which could not be led into the ring because she 
was in France when the sale was held. At the 
dispersal of the elder James Cox Brady’s Hamil- 
ton Farm in 1928 a broodmare, Audit, brought 
$33,000. Since 1930 the highest prices paid for 
broodmares in the United States are $22,000, paid 
by the Brookmeade Stable for *Brocatelle at the 
E. B. McLean dispersal in 1931, and $19,000, paid 
by John Hay Whitney for Oh Susanna at the 
Hartland Stud (J. N. Camden) dispersal the same 
year. But these prices both included foals sold 
with the mares. The $16,500 which Mr. Woodward 
paid for Sun Celerina was the highest price paid 
for a broodmare alone since 1930. 

When *Celerina ended her high-class racing- 
career in France Mr. Kilmer had sought to buy 
her, had found her owner, Ralph Beaver Strass- 
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J. A. Estes.

burger, not at all interested in selling. But Mr. 
Kilmer wanted very badly to have her as a mate 
for *Sun Briar, and finally was able to lease her 
for a period of three (or possibly two) years. 
She had two foals by *Sun Briar, the first being 
Sun Celerina, winner of five races and $5,626 in 
the United States, and the other being Lancaster, 
foaled in France and a moderate winner in Eng- 
land. *Celerina is still owned by Mr. Strass- 
burger, who has from her a yearling filly now at 
Warner L. Jones’ Hermitage Farm, Goshen, Ky. 


The bidding on Sun Celerina came from all 
over the ring. Leslie Combs II, Sylvester W. 
Labrot, and J. S. Phipps were among the early 
contenders. After the bidding passed $10,000 
Mr. Combs and Walter P. Chrysler carried on the 
battle until, about $14,000, Emerson F. Woodward 
came into the picture for the first time. With 
Mr. Chrysler raising by hundreds and Mr. Wood- 
ward in round numbers, the bidding finally halted 
at $16,500. Mr. Woodward, who already has well 
over a hundred broodmares at his Valdina Farms, 
Sabinal, Texas, rarely gives up a horse after he 
starts bidding. He was also the purchaser of the 
broodmare *Rivalry at $8,000 and bought two of 
the top-priced weanlings (*Sun Briar—*Alberta 
and *Sun Briar—*Rivalry) at $4,000 and $5,500, 
his total expenditure for the four being $34,000. 

*Gino, which according to the catalogue had 31 
winners from 34 starters in his first three crops 
of foals, does not move far to find his new home. 
He will stand now at David N. Rust, Jr.’s Rock- 
ridge Farm at Leesburg, Va. Mr. Rust stated 
that his fee for 1941 will be $500, with return 
privilege. Mr. Rust is a Washington real estate 
dealer who has made up his mind to pay less at- 
tention to real estate and more attention to his 
Thoroughbreds. He already owns the stallion 
Time Maker and a middle-sized band of brood- 
mares which he expects to improve by culling and 
through new purchases. Runner-up in the bidding 
on *Gino was another Virginia breeder, William 
F. du Pont, Jr., owner of Foxcatcher Farms. Mr. 
du Pont owns the stallion Rosemont, has only a 
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few broodmares, but they are exceptional pro- 
ducers. Another unsuccessful bidder on *Gino 
was Douglas Davis, owner of High Hope Farm 
outside Lexington, who also was one of the bid- 
ders on *Quatre Bras II when the latter was sold 
at the Audley Farm dispersal a year ago. 


Mr. Chrysler, who was accompanied to the sale 
by his trainer, the veteran Henry McDaniel, 
bought seven mares for $27,900 and three wean- 
lings for $8,400, a total of $36,300. Thus the 
young sportsman now owns about 40 broodmares, 
most of which are quartered at Charles W. Wil- 
liams’ Stadacona Farm at Glyndon, Md. Ap- 
proximately half of them were purchased during 
the month of October. The top price he paid at 
the Court Manor dispersal was $6,900 for Polly 
Egret. He also bought, at prices ranging upward 
from $2,000, the mares Sun Miss, Sun Stream, 
Sunlygret, *Adorable II, Beausympathy, and 
Dinah Victory and three weanlings, by *Gino— 
Suntica, *Gino—Sun Dancer, and *Sun Briar— 
Dark Victory. 

Howard Oots, owner of Fayette Farm at Lex- 
ington and of the Shasta Ranch in California, 
bought six mares for a total of $6,200. They 
were Sunburn, Sunzena, Sun Lightship, Paprice, 
Dark Fairy, and Dark Palatine. Most of these 
probably will be shipped soon to California. 


J. S. Phipps, owner of the young Blandford 
stallion (American) Blenheim, sire of the good 
2-year-cld Blensign, has given indications of go- 
ing into Thoroughbred breeding on a larger scale. 
He was a frequent bidder and wound up with four 
mares and a weanling which cost him an aggre- 
gate of $23,100. The mares were Sun Dancer 
($10,500), Pharahawk, Sun Rouge, and Dark 
Love (dam of Sun Lover) and the weanling was 
Sun Egret’s brother, which brought $5,600, the 
highest price of the sale for a foal of this year. 


Neil Newman, Brooklyn Turf writer, bought 
two weanling fillies, by *Gino—Sunmagne and 
*Sun Briar—*Alexandria, for the account of 
Frank C. Brophy, Phoenix, Ariz., attorney and 
sportsman. 

One mare, Sunny Love, and three weanlings 
were knocked down to A. R. Funk, who was bid- 
ding for the account of Stanley Shackelford, 
Court Manor’s chief horseman for many years. 
Mr. Shackelford, whose job with the Kilmer 
horses was now at an end, owns a small farm on 
Route No. 11 north of Court Manor, and he ex- 
pects to raise a few horses there. But for the 
most part “Shack” probably will stick to his 
apple-growing—-he got 10,000 bushels from a 
50-acre orchard this year, he said. 

Charles S. Howard, A. B. Hancock, F. Wallis 
Armstrong, C. T. Chenery, M. B. Goff (who has 
the stallion Flint Shot and several mares on a 
leased farm near Lexington), C. G. Patmon, Mrs. 
Fay Ingalls. Brookmeade Farm, and Coldstream 
Stud were also among the more important buyers. 
J. F. Flanagan bought for the account of Thomas 
Hitchcock two weanlings which probably will not 
be heard from until they are ready to make their 
appearance as steeplechasers three or four years 
hence. Martin Madden, who bought two wean- 
lings and a broodmare, is the owner of Somerset 
Farm in the Charlottesville, Va., area. Another 
Charlottesville purchaser was Baron John von 
Leidersdorf, who has recently set up as a Thor- 
oughbred breeder on a farm at Esmont, near the 
Nydrie Stud of Mr. and Mrs. Ray Alan Van Clief. 

B. B. Jones, whose Audley Farm stud was dis- 
persed a year ago, was among the bidders, but 
he bought nothing. There were many others who 
bid without buying. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


While the sale was in progress the greater part 
of the large crowd stood around outside the tent 
swapping stories, shaking hands. It was a good 
place for stories to get around, and several times 
one heard the rumor, already denied, that the 
splendid Court Manor plant, one of the best 
equipped and most thoroughly cared for in Ameri- 
ca, was being sold, to Walter P. Chrysler or to 
Bing Crosby. The Crosby yarn apparently grew 
out of the fact that the Hollywood nightingale 
visited Court Manor recently and went over the 
place with a great deal of interest. Mr. Chrysler, 
as far as the public record reveals, has shown no 
interest in buying Court Manor. Apparently he 
has not begun negotiating for a farm. Court 
Manor is still definitely on the market. 

Many of those who attended the sale expressed 
regret that such an establishment, the work of 
many years, should have to be broken up. Court 
Manor not only had nearly a thousand acres of 
land, carefully tended and kept as free as possible 
of parasites, plus many improvements, but the 
organization included a most efficient staff of 
horsemen and supervisors. Alex M. Robb, gen- 
eral manager of the Thoroughbred department 
under Mr. Kilmer, has a longtime job as executor 
of the estate, which amounts to several million 
dollars. But Walter Jauncey, John A. Holm, 
Stanley Shackelford, and most of the staff of 
horsemen, numbering about 15, presumably will 
no longer be needed. Mr. Shackelford said that 
several of the men who worked for him he con- 
sidered among the best horsemen available in the 
country. 

Of the 102 head catalogued, only one failed to 
pass through the auction ring. This was the 
weanling filly by Sun Beau out of Flossine; she 
had been injured in the field and had to be des- 
troyed.

Leading Riders 


Although Walter Lee Taylor ended last week by 
riding a triple at Rockingham Park, giving him 
six winners for the week, he wound up with only 
a tie with Earl Dew for first place among the 
riders. Dew began the week with two winners 
at Agua Caliente, came back to Bay Meadows and 
rode four winners on October 30, and on Novem- 
ber 1 virtually swept the card, getting five win- 
ners. For the week he got 14, thus overcoming a 
lead of eight which Taylor held October 26, and 
going into a tie with 224 each. 

Donald Meade remains third with 181, Johnny 
Adams is fourth with 166, and Johnny Longden, 
back in the East again, is fifth with 161. Wendell 
Eads, out of action for two weeks, nevertheless 
kept sixth place with 151, and J. F. Frye, riding 
at Bay Meadows, is still seventh with 145. Paul 
Keiper, riding hard at Sportsman’s Park, got 11 
winners last week and is tied with Douglas Dod- 
son for eighth place with 143. Shelby Clark is 
tenth with 140, and Basil James, whose long sus- 
pension expired November 3, dropped from the 
first 10 with 134. Immediately behind these lead- 
ers are Eddie Arcaro (131), Carroll Bierman 
(129), and Eugene Rodriguez and Bill Thompson, 
each with 128. Thompson, however, is out of 
action with a broken leg. 

Keiper was by far the leader during October, 
getting 36 winners for the month. Taylor got 27, 
Bierman 24, Meade 23, and Thompson, in only the 
first half of the month, got 21. Dew and Longden 
got 17 each, and Dew has a start of seven in No- 
vember, in only two days of action. 
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MARYLAND 


Pimlico 


LTHOUGH the Pimlico Special was not re- 

garded as, and did not prove to be, a very 
close race, the presence of Challedon on the card 
was a good gate attraction, and the Exterminator 
Handicap also was a drawing card, so that some 
15,000 persons were out at the Baltimore track 
on opening day, November 1. Both races went 
to expectation, Shot Put winning the Extermina- 
tor at just less than even money, and Challedon 
winning easily enough to justify the 1 to 5 that 
was obtainable on him. They were the only win- 
ning favorites of the first day, however, and Mrs. 
E. C. Eastwood's Saxon colt Brown Saxon won an 
allowance sprint at 36 to 1. 

The Pimlico Futurity featured the first Satur- 
day, November 2, and favorites continued to have 
an unhappy time. Only one of the day’s eight 
races went to a first choice, and the principal up- 
set came in the big 2-year-old special, when 
Wheatley Stable’s Bold Irishman won narrowly 
from Our Boots, and paid nearly 23 to 1 to the 
few who had found some reason for backing him. 
The Pimlico Futurity could have settled the 2- 
year-old leadership between Whirlaway and Our 
Boots; instead it introduced another candidate 
for major honors. 


There will be a stakes race each day of the 
current week at Pimlico, the more important be- 
ing the Battleship Steeplechase Handicap on No- 
vember 6, and the Grayson Stakes, another dis- 
tance event, at 14% miles, on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 9. 

The Laurel Park meeting which closed Oc- 
tober 30 enjoyed a pari-mutuel turnover of $7,- 
869,462 this year, which was the best it had had 
since 1932. Last year the total, also for a 25- 
day meeting, was $6,825,785, so that the 1940 
season represented an increase of more than 15 
per cent. 


After the Pimlico Spe- 
cial November 1, Alfred 
Vanderbilt presents the 
gold cup to Challedon’s 
owner, W. L. Brann.

War Admiral won the first running of the Pim- 
lico Special and was beaten in the second. A 
Charles S. Howard horse (Seabiscuit) won the 
second and another (*Kayak II) was beaten in 
the third. W. L. Brann’s Challedon won the third 
running and came up to the fourth ($10,000, win- 
ner take all, 134g miles) on November 1, faced 
with this jinx, such as it was, and with Myron 
Selznick’s Can’t Wait, both horses carrying scale 
weight of 126 pounds. Maryland backed its home- 
bred at 1 to 5. 

Jockey George Woolf rode *Kayak II in the 
Special last year, but after it was over he switched 
horses, having handled Challedon in every start 
since. He was again in the saddle, and he hustled 
the *Challenger II colt away in front. Can’t Wait, 
capable handicapper as he is, was never able to 
make it a race, and Challedon led all the way 
and won by two lengths, not fully extended. Time, 
72536, :52, 1:18, 1:444%, 2:03, track slow. The 
race is not strictly a stakes, as no entry fees are 
required, and the full purse of $10,000, along with 
a gold cup, went to Mr. Brann. Trainer Don 
Cameron, for training the winner, got a $1,500 
award and a piece of plate.

lant Fox. Most lists place him sixth, with Phar 
Lap also ahead of him, but this is an error which 
arose from estimating the Australian pound at $5, 
when it was worth considerably less ($4.59 dur- 
ing Phar Lap’s best year). Pedigree particulars

Mr. Brann has stated that Challedon will jour- 
ney west this winter, with the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap as his most important objective, and with 
Seabiscuit’s money-winning record as his ultimate 
goal. He is $114,895 behind the Hard Tack horse, 
$112,750 ahead of Seabiscuit at the end of his 4- 
year-old campaign. 


First Exterminator 


Back in 1919, in an effort to add to the distance 
racing at Pimlico, that track inaugurated the 
Pimlico Cup Handicap at 214 miles, and Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer’s Exterminator, a staying weight- 
carrier which captured public imagination as few 
horses have, won the first three runnings of the 
event, tried for a fourth victory in 1922 and was 
run back to third place by horses to which he was 
making heavy weight concessions. The Pimlico 
Cup Handicap perished in the depression, and 
when under President Alfred Vanderbilt’s leader- 
ship Pimlico again went after a distance race it 
was natural to name the event after the grand 
old *McGee gelding, which now lives the “life of 
Riley” at Court Manor, New Market, Va. It had 
been hoped that the 25-year-old Exterminator, 
still hale and strong, might be brought to Pimlico 
to lead the post parade of the inaugural running, 
but it could not be arranged. The first running 
of the Exterminator Handicap ($5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, two miles and 70 yards) was 
held November 1. Nearly all of the field had 
raced in claiming races within the year, but‘ the 
favorite, Mrs. Marie Evans’ Shot Put (122), had 
proved himself at least a capable stayer by win- 
ning the 214-mile New York Handicap. He had 
had but 106 pounds up in that event, but in the

Exterminator he carried top weight of 122, was 
making sizeable concessions to the rest of the 
field. 

Busy Wire (102), Deserter (110), and Blacant 
(107) made up the first flight after the start, and 
for the first mile ran as named, with Crescent 
Stable’s Navy (113) and Shot Put following in 
order. The first circuit of the track was enough 
for the leaders, and Navy came up to lead, with 
Shot Put lapped on him. In the back stretch on 
the last time around the favorite moved along the 
rail into the lead, did not have to extend himself 
to keep it. In the last quarter-mile J. C. Vidal's 
Russia (105) came along well to take second 
place, finished four lengths behind the leader, 
two in front of Tower Stable’s Memory Book 
(112), which had been in striking distance for 
the last mile. Navy retired to fourth place, nearly 
10 lengths behind the third horse, and was fol- 
lowed in order by Close To (3, 104), Iron Shot 
(3, 113), Blacant, Deserter, and Busy Wire. Time, 
72535, :51%, 1:184%, 1:4535, 2:18, 2:40, 3:06%, 
3:33%5, 3:3735, track slow. Despite the track 
condition, Shot Put’s time was only one fifth of a 
second slower than the track record, set last year 
by Sure Touch under 105 pounds. Stakes di- 
vision, $4,570, $1,000, $500, $250.

It has been so long since American racing gave 
more than cursory attention to distance racing 
that most observers have forgotten that a long

better. But Shot Put has plodded with consider- 
able success this year, winning eight races and 
$64,070. In his three years of racing he has 
started 56 times, won 11 races, finished second 
nine times, third nine times, and has earned 
$67,470. Particulars of his pedigree appeared in 
THE BLOoD-HORSE of May 25, page 761. Though his 
more spectacular successes have been scored at 
longer distances, he has won two stakes at mid- 
dle distances this season, the Kentucky Handicap 
at Churchill Downs and the Lincoln Handicap at 
Lincoln Fields. Neither drew a high-class field, 
but neither was designed for a plodder. 


Another Futurity; Another Winner 


Cleaveland Putnam’s Swain won the Arlington 
Futurity, C. S. Howard’s Porter’s Cap won the 
Washington Futurity; Woodvale Farm’s Our 
Boots won the Belmont Park Futurity; R. W. 
Mcllvain’s Bushwhacker won the New England 
Futurity; and Calumet Farm’s Whirlaway won 
the Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland, having pre- 
viously won the Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga, an 
approximation of a futurity in its conditions, but 
not in name. Three of these were in the starting 
field for a fifth futurity, the Pimlico Futurity 
($15,000 added, 2-year-old colts and fillies, 114, 
miles) at Pimlico November 2. One last stir was 
given to the 2-year-old cauldron and another win- 
ner appeared, Wheatley Stable’s Bold Irishman 
(122), not previously a stakes winner. There isa 
sort of consistency in this. 

Jockey Johnny Gilbert, who had ridden the 
gigantic Swivel to victory in the event eight years 
earlier, had Bold Irishman in front in a few 
strides, with a fairly close-packed field behind 
him. First Our Boots (119), then Mrs. E. G. 
Lewis’ Magnificent (119), then Whirlaway .(122) 
were in second place, as the field covered the first 
seven furlongs. The others were out of it, then 
and thereafter. Whirlaway had tried to bear out 
on the back stretch and had to be taken in hand.

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He got through on the inside, began a strong rush 
around the turn, and looked all over the winner 
entering the stretch. Here he bore out again and 
lost all chance. Some reports said he stepped in 
a puddle and bolted out; Jockey Longden said he 
had tried to bear out all the way. So it was Our 
Boots which charged on the Wheatley colt in the 
stretch, and the race for the last furlong was a 
thrilling duel between the two. Some 70 yards 
out Our Boots caught the *Sir Gallahad III colt, 
and a few observers thought he had his head in 
front for a stride or two. But Bold Irishman 
fought back, and when Pimlico’s camera had dis- 
entangled the finish it showed Bold Irishman a 
nose in front. Whirlaway was third, five lengths 
behind them, and Magnificent was a length and a 
half away fourth.

Erin won the Rosedale and Champagne Stakes 
for the Wheatley Stable in 1929 and 1930. She is 
also dam of the winners Mag Mell (Fashion 
Stakes), Ballyshannon (also dam of two win- 
ners), Crop, and Bransome. She has but one 
other foal of racing age. Rosie O’Grady won the 
Fashion and Clover Stakes, and is also dam of 
the winners Rugby, Steady Lady, Bagpiper, De 
Valera (12 wins to six), Hooligan, and Potheen, 
also dam of Theen (Arlington Lassie Stakes) and 
two other winners. Rosie O’Grady was also dam 
of the producer Weno, dam of the winner Liz F. 
and the producer Broad Ford. Rosie O’Grady 
was sister to Indian Rose, dam of the winners 
Totem (Victoria Stakes) and Three Daggers, and 
the producers Rose Broom and Weecheta. Chero- 
kee Rose II won in England and also produced 
Rowes Bud (dam of Balios, winner Empire City 
Derby, Tremont Stakes, Babylon Handicap, and 
Oh Say, winner Champagne Stakes; grandam of 
Best Man, winner Rockaway Stakes, Speculation 
Handicap), Indian Maiden (dam of the stakes 
winner Indian Runner), and Woodflower, dam of 
Murzin, winner Rennert Handicap. She was sis- 
ter to Pennant (Futurity, sire of Equipoise, etc.). 


Roman Disappoints 


The Baltimore Autumn Handicap ($2,500 added, 
all ages, six furlongs) at Pimlico November 4 
drew a small but good field of sprinters, among 
which J. E. Widener’s Roman (3, 123), despite his 
impost, appeared to stand out, and the colt was 
made a 9-to-10 favorite. He began in second 
place, behind Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Equistar (3, 
104), saving ground, and going along well. Dr. 
Whinny (119), coupled with Birch Rod (112) to 
form the George D. Widener entry, was third, 
pushing the pace as much as he could, and Wool- 
ford Farm’s Joe Schenck (116), absolute outsider 
of the race, was in fourth place. The first quarter 
was run at a terrific pace, Equistar going it in 
72145, but the three leaders held on for the first 
half-mile. In the stretch Equistar began to give 
way, and with Dr. Whinny swerving, Jockey 
Wayne Wright found himself badly blocked with 
Roman. So the other three starters came up to 
pass them all, Joe Schenck going out to win by 
a length and a half, Birch Rod finishing the same 
distance ahead of Howard Bruce’s Jay Jay. Equi- 
star was fourth, quitting badly, and Roman and 
Dr. Whinny completed the field in order. Time, 
72145, :46, 1:1235, track fast. Stakes division,

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HUNTS RACING 
West Hills 


HE main event on the program of the West 
Hills Racing Association at Huntington, Long 
Island, on November 2, was the Gladwood Cup 
Steeplechase, over 214 miles of brush, for a purse 
of $750. It brought into action for the first time 
through the field in the United States Mrs. Louis 
E. Stoddard, Jr.’s *Milano (Apelle—Rhoina, by 
*Stefan the Great), which had made two trips 
over the Aintree jumps, getting over most, but not 
all of them. He fell seven jumps from the end in 
1939, and last spring fell three fences away from 
the finish. But *Milano made no bobbles in the 
Gladwood, and, going to the leaders the last time 
around, drew out to win by nearly a sixteenth of a 
mile. Second was Mrs. Louis A. Park’s *Crooked 
Wood, by Drinmore, which had won three of six 
previous starts this year. Groton Stable’s Oil 
Operator, by *Swift and Sure, was third, with two 
others unplaced. 

The West Hills, a hurdle affair at 1% miles, 
began a double for Mrs. Stoddard which *Milano 
completed. Her Star Bramble (Chimney Sweep— 
Star White, by *North Star III) was the winner, 
with Richard K. Mellon’s Bulveta, by Bulger, in 
second place, and G. H. Bostwick’s West Haddon, 
by Neddie, third. It was the second victory of the 
season in four starts for the Chimney Sweep hurd- 
ler, and he has not been unplaced. 


A 114-mile flat event, the High Hold, went to 
Groton Stable’s Burgoman (Burgoo King—Sancy, 
by *Johren). E. N. Townsend, Jr.’s Penguin 
Prince, by Prince of Wales, was second, and Rich- 
ard Ringgold’s *Le Mortainais, by Banstar, was 
third, three others being in the starting field. 


The 314-mile Long Island Hunt Cup, over tim- 
ber, was won by Mrs. Turner Wiltshire’s House- 
man (Brooms—Dont Ask Me, by Ladkin), which 
thus ran his string of victories to three straight, 
after a shaky start at the beginning of the season, 
when he was third four successive times. Allison 
Stern’s Lucier, by *McGee, was second, and Gor- 
don W. Wattle’s Amberton, 10-year-old by Amber- 
jack, was third and last, there being no other 
starters. 


Two novelty events were also included in the 
program. The Cavalry Plate, a six-furlong event, 
specified that riders should be members of any 
military unit. The 101st Cavalry won the race 
with the 12-year-old veteran Airs and Graces 
(*Snob II—Peg o’ My Heart, by Electioneer). 
Behind him came two full brothers, both entered 
by Squadron C, the 4-year-old Lord Essex and the 
5-year-old Essex Abbott, both by Curate. 

A half-mile flat race for ladies was won by 
Miss Sybil K. Williams, on her own Scout Hazard 
(Haphazard—Alice H., by *Berrilldon). Mrs. 
Louis Neilson, Jr., was second with her husband’s 
Startle, by Mellifont, and Miss Laura Niles was 
third on Lucky Marron, by Cockalorum.

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NEW YORK 
The First Hundred Million 


MPIRE CITY had clear weather but a heavy 

4 track as the first New York season under 
pari-mutuels came to a close with the racing of 
November 2. Hastily compiled figures showed 
that New York had taken first rank in the matter 
of wagering, with a total of $103,259,391 in the 
pari-mutuel turnover at all five tracks, a daily 
average of $593,444 for the entire season. At- 
tendance stood at 2,038,154, a daily average of 
11,713. The New York treasury got $5,572,727 
out of all this, and the tracks were estimated to 
have cleared more than $3,000,000. Guessers said 
that Empire City and Aqueduct had probably 
made some $900,000 each, Jamaica about $700,- 
000, Belmont Park about $400,000, and upstate 
Saratoga about $250,000 Sizeable reductions in 
these figures are very probable, but even at worst 
all five of the tracks had the most remunerative 
sessions of their histories. 


Figures on distribution are not yet available, 
but this is also certain to make a new record. 
After the first few weeks of the season minimum 
purses went up from $1,000 to $1,200, and a num- 
ber of stakes, including the $50,000 added New 
York Handicap, were offered, and values of many 
of the older fixtures were increased. Belmont 
Park will lead in this respect, but all of the tracks 
will show material increases. 

The Empire City meeting enjoyed a daily aver- 
age betting of $612,938. This in itself was not 
the highest of the season, but at Empire there 
were but seven races daily, and the average of 
$87,326 per race is the highest recorded anywhere 
this year. On closing day there were three stakes 
on the program, the Autumn Day, which went as 
expected to Level Best, the new Westchester Han- 
dicap, in which Mioland scored a popular victory, 
and the New Rochelle Handicap, in which T. M. 
Dorsett was a 6-to-1 surprise. Last race of the 
season, for $2,500 platers at 114 miles, was won 
by F. J. Buchanan's Landlubber, by *Strolling 
Player. 


Eighth for Level Best 


_ Favorites have had but indifferent success dur- 
ing the fall racing in New York, but bettors at 
Empire City on November 2 apparently thought 
that if one was ever to come through, it would be 
Crispin Oglebay’s Level Best (119) in the Au- 
tumn Day Stakes ($7,500 added, 2-year-old fillies, 
5% furlongs). The Equipoise filly justified the 
confidence which sent her to the post at 2 to 5, 
and won handsomely, with speed in reserve. 


Wise Niece (110) took the lead at the start, 
while Jockey A. Rcebertson held the favorite off 
the pace, and it was Marshall Field’s Strange 
Device (119) that went up to challenge the pace- 
maker. Wise Niece dropped back quickly, Strange 
Device took the lead in about three furlongs, and 
Level Best began improving her position. Turn- 
ing into the stretch she was ready to take com- 
mand on the inside, and then drew away to the 
finish, winning by two lengths. Wheatley Stable’s 
Dark Imp (110), a daughter of The Porter, ran 
well through the last quarter-mile to be second, 
two lengths ahead of Strange Device, and Hal 
Price Headley’s Pelisse (110) was fourth. In 
order followed Light As Air (110), which did not 
seem to like the footing, Lady Waterloo (110), 
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and Wise Niece. Time, :2245, :46%, 1:10, track 
heavy. Stakes division, $6,325, $1,500, $750, $375.

Mioland Goes Well 


A new event of the Empire City fall meeting 
was the Westchester Handicap ($20,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 1%. miles), run on closing 
day, November 2. It drew a good field, topped in 
public estimation and in the final result by 
Charles S. Howard’s Mioland (3, 119), which also 
carried top weight by scale, as the second choice, 
Greentree Stable’s Hash (122), had three pounds 
less by The Jockey Club’s scale of weights. 

Mioland, as well as Hash, was eligible to the 
Pimlico Special, but Mr. Howard and Trainer Tom 
Smith elected to run for the Empire City event. 
Though both would have liked a successful crack 
at the horse which twice has defeated the stable’s 
leading handicap performer, *Kayak II, they had 
reason to congratulate themselves on the choice, 
for Mioland earned $5,950 more than he could 
have won in the Special with the best of fortune. 
Belair Stud’s Foxbrough (110), which has con- 
sistently acted as if he wanted more distance, and 
then has finished second or third when he got it, 
made the early pace, sprinting into a lead which 
at one time was four lengths. Mioland moved up 
strongly after the first quarter-mile, cut steadily 
into this advantage, and caught the *Sir Galla- 
had III colt at the furlong-pole. Under mild urg- 
ing he drew cut to win by three-fourths of a 
length. Hash, kept close to the pace throughout, 
could not gain under pressure in the stretch and 
finished third, six lengths behind the Belair colt, 
three ahead of another Belair racer, Dusky Fox 
(3, 105). In order followed Carrier Pigeon (3, 
109), Salaminia (3, 109), Volitant (105), and 
Delly Val (106).

The last race for stakes horses in New York 
this season was the New Rochelle Handicap 
($5,000 added, all ages, 5%4 furlongs), run as the 
sixth event at Empire City November 2. It drew 
a small but fast field, as the heavy track caused 
several withdrawals. Calumet Farm’s Little Risk 
(3, 121) was favored, and C. V. Whitney’s Para- 
sang (3, 126) was second choice, but neither ever 
got into the first three. Mrs. T. Christopher’s 
Doubt Not (123) was the early pacemaker, and 
after the first quarter-mile Arnold Hanger’s Har- 
vard Square (2, 108) was the challenger. But 
inside the last furlong J. W. Brown’s T. M. Dor- 
sett (120) came with a rush on the outside, wore 
down the leaders, and drew away to win by two 
lengths. Doubt Not finished a length ahead of 
Harvard Square, with Little Risk another length 
away fourth. Time, :2245, :4625, 1:09, track 
heavy. Stakes division, $4,525, $1,000, $500, $250.

KENTUCKY 
Churchill Downs 


HE 11-day meeting at Louisville which brought 

the Kentucky racing season to an end closed 
November 2, apparently a considerable success, 
since, with the exception of one day of rain, 
Churchill Downs had ideal racing weather 
throughout the meeting, as Kentucky experienced 
an unusually mild October. On the last day the 
featured event was a $1,500 overnight handicap 
at 14% miles, in which the favorite was the old 
campaigner Mucho Gusto, the winner the 17-to-1 
Miss Quiz, a Questionnaire filly bred at the old 
James R. Keene farm, Castleton, by Samuel M. 
Look. A supporting event, a 6!5-furlong sprfnt 
under allowance conditions, was won by Lexbrook 
Stable’s Potranco, a Judge Hay gelding which was 
winning his second race of the meeting. A maiden 
race at seven furlongs went to F. P. Letellier’s 
Gounoud, by Sir Andrew. The other races were 
under claiming conditions. 
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CALIFORNIA 


Bay Meadows 


ORCED somewhat into the background by 

other developments in California, Bay Mead- 
ows got through the sixteenth day of its fall 
meeting November 2, the program featured by 
the $5,000 added San Francisco County Handicap. 
Circle S Stable’s Hysterical, which had disap- 
pointed in the stakes on the previous Saturday, 
was the winner, with the L. B. Mayer entry of 
The Gob and Joy Boy finishing second and third 
as named. Also on the program was a two-mile 
event for a purse of $1,100, designed as a trial for 
an endurance stakes later in the meeting. The 
winner was Mrs. M. Rieser’s Flying Hostess, a 
5-year-old daughter of Fair Wind. She has raced 
to be claimed for as little as $700 this year, but 
is a rather useful sort, having won seven races 
during the season. 

Among many other activities last week, the 
California Horse Racing Board granted a one- 
week extension to Bay Meadows, the racing to 
be devoted to charities. The meeting will conse- 
quently close December 14, instead of December 
7 as originally scheduled. 


Exploded's First Stakes 


Circle S Stable’s Hysterical (121), made the 
favorite for the Alameda Handicap ($2.500 added, 
all ages, 114g miles) at Bay Meadows October 26, 
looked very much the winner for the first mile, 
shaking off Jeff's Price (105) in the first three 
furlongs and drawing out to a two-length lead 
turning into the stretch. But Mrs. N. Parson’s 
Exploded (105), beaten in his 20 previous starts 
this year and overlooked at 18 to 1, had made up 
ground after being outrun, got through inside the 
leader entering the stretch, and kept on gamely 
under the whip to beat the favorite a head. Louis 
B. Mayer’s Joy Boy (120) was seven lengths 
farther back in third place, with A. G. Tarn’s 
Triplane (109) fourth. In order followed Mr. 
Grundy (110), Abide (110), and Jeff's Pride. 
Time, :24, :48%5, 1:14, 1:40%, 1:47, track slow. 
Stakes division, $1,800, $500, $250, $125.

The Jockey Ring 


Last week, having got at the mechanics of a 
jockey ring which has apparently operated in 
California for some three years, and at all of the 
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important tracks except Santa Anita Park, the 
California Horse Racing Board turned its infor- 
mation over to the district attorney of Los An- 
geles County, suspended the jockeys involved, and 
said that further statements must come from the 
district attorney. 

The investigation which led to the sudden ex- 
posure was apparently of some standing. Oscar 
Otis, in the San Francisco Chronicle, credited dis- 
covery of the ring to Edwin James Brown, former 
president of the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners, who represents the Horse 
Racing Board as a steward, saying that first 
stable gossip, then scattered bits of evidence be- 
gan to indicate a pattern which Mr. Brown per- 
ceived, and that detectives he hired turned up 
enough additional evidence to enable the board to 
trap a few of the riders, with the result that the 
entire situation was suddenly exposed. Chairman 
Giesler, making what he said was his last state- 
ment on the matter, credited Mr. Brown also, 
included W. C. Buchanan, D. V. Kearney, and 
A. B. Fiske, all employees of the board, among 
those who “discovered and developed the original 
facts that started the investigation.” 

On October 31 the Los Angeles County grand 
jury returned an indictment against William J. 
Einstoss, alias Barney Mooney, Sol Greenberg, 
and five John Does, and there were reports that 
some of the gamblers linked with the jockey ring 
might come forward and exchange evidence for 
lenient treatment. Einstoss, at last reports, was 
still to be found, however. 

On November 2 the investigation reached the 
film colony, and newspapers began to have fun. 
Chairman Giesler had obtained from telephone 
officials a list of calls made from the Einstoss 
headquarters, and many of the numbers were 
those of prominent motion picture figures. This 
meant little to the investigation, being an ordinary 
“sucker list,’’ but it promised to put some big 
names in the news columns. 

The picture revealed by the investigation so far 
is of a bookmaker, or a bookmaker syndicate, 
which controlled enough jockeys to be able to fix 
a good many races, particularly those with small 
fields. The operator was consequently in a posi- 
tion to make his own book into 100 per cent profit, 
holding no money on the winner, and at the same 
time could bet heavily with other books. 


Oakland Gets Its Dates 


In mid-September the Golden Gate Turf Club, 
with a race track under construction in Alameda 
County, on San Francisco Bay, sent up a trial 
balloon by announcing a startling list of stakes 
events, headed by a $50,000 handicap, for a meet- 
ing to begin December 28 and run through Febru- 
ary 22, for a total of “36 or more days.” Chair- 
man Jerry Giesler of the California Horse Racing 
Beard at once opened up a rattling fire, rebuking 
the track for announcing dates which had not 
been approved, and when a racing license had not 
been issued. But on November 2 the trial balloon 
was still aloft, for on that date the Golden Gate 
Turf Club had its dates, as they had been an- 
nounced. The stakes schedule was printed in 
THE BLoop-HoRSE of September 28, and an ad- 
vertisement for the stakes appears on the back 
cover of this issue. 

The Board also passed a resolution demanding 
full cooperation of California tracks regarding 
shipment of horses between tracks which are 
operating at the same time. This was to forestall 
any difficulties from Santa Anita Park, which has 
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in previous years denied re-admission to horses 
shipped to Agua Caliente while the Los Angeles 
meeting was in progress. 


New Rules 


Recent changes in the claiming rule in Cali- 
fornia and in the definition of ‘“California-bred’”’ 
were made public last week. Henceforth an 
owner will have to start a horse twice at a meet- 
ing before he is eligible to claim another horse 
there, which presumably means that there can 
be no claims in the first races on opening day. 

Previously a horse foaled in California was 
eligible to California-bred races, but the new defi- 
nition is that the mare must have been served in 
California and the produce foaled there. 


Spring Dates 


Both Bay Meadows and Tanforan have asked 
for spring dates in 1941, and although no official 
decision has been made, it has been “indicated” 
that Tanforan is more likely to get them, and to 
keep them in succeeding years, as the 1941 order 
of dates is likely to be made a permanent one. It 
was also “indicated” that the situation of Holly- 
wood Park and Del Mar with regard to summer 
racing would remain unchanged, though the 
Inglewood track had asked for a meeting in July 
and August instead of June and July. 


Insurance and Taxes 


According to reports from California, the 
Horse Racing Board has issued a bald order to 
the California tracks to pay for blanket insur- 
ance protecting jockeys, and for state compensa- 
tion and social security taxes, the entire bill to 
amount to about $125 a day, on the ground that 
the tracks can well afford to foot the bill for 
protection of racing employees.

Canadian Racing Dates 


The first year of the war had little effect on the 
Canadian tracks, and that considerable expecta- 
tion is held for the 1941 season was evidenced 
last week when the Incorporated Canadian Rac- 
ing Associations got together to schedule 13 race 
meetings for next year.

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ILLINOIS 
A Mighty Season 


ITH the close of the Illinois racing season 

on November 2, Daily Racing Form hastily 
assembled its figures, published a lengthy and de- 
tailed statistical report on the year. This showed 
that the total distribution, $1,659,485, was the 
largest since 1932, and was approximately $157,- 
000 higher than that for 1939. The principal in- 
crease was at Washington Park, which raised the 
class of its racing to a par with Arlington Park. 
There was a substantial increase at Sportsman’s 
Park, also, for which the Illinois State Racing 
Commission, rather than the National Jockey 
Club, should be credited. In 1939 the half-mile 
track had an average daily distribution of $5,890. 
Last fall the commission announced that dates 
would not be given to any track in the Chicago 
area which did not distribute an average of $6,800 
daily. So in 1940 the Sportsman’s Park daily 
average was $6,842. A comparison of the 1939 
and 1940 seasons in the matter of daily average 
distribution:

Charles S. Howard was the leading owner of 
the Illinois season, with only six victories but a 
total of $91,630, his Mioland having won the 
American Derby and his Porter’s Cap having 
taken the Washington Park Futurity. Dixiana 
had only one victory, but that was Sirocco’s in 
the Classic, and the stable was second in earnings 
with $45,435. Woolford Farm, with 33 wins and 
$43,650 was third. The largest number of suc- 
cesses went to Mrs. J. F. Waters, whose horses 
won 37 races. Her trainer, Euall Wyatt, was the 
leading trainer with the same number of winners, 
and L. J. Wilson was second with 35. Ross O. 
Higdon, who saddled the 33 Woolford Farm win- 
ners, was third. 

The most important phase of the season was of 
course the revival at Washington Park, which 
brought back the American Derby and Washing- 
ton Park Futurity, and raised the Washington 
Handicap to a major event. In fact, of the $157,- 
000 increase, $139,780 was to be credited to that 
track alone, and now Illinois has 60 days of first 
flight racing instead of the usual 30. 

This increase was attended by growing public 
support. Betting totals are not yet available 
from all of the Illinois tracks, but the three which 
led in distribution showed very strong gains. The 
daily average betting was up 33 per cent at Haw- 
throne, and as the track dropped its distribution 
it should have had a banner season, partly at 
horsemen’s expense. Arlington and Washington 
Parks gained very uniformly, the increase at Ar- 
lington being 25 per cent, at Washington, 24 per 
cent. All things considered, the 1940 season was 
the best since the depression. 


Dates for 1941 


Before the 1940 Illinois season ended at Sports- 
man’s Park November 2, applications for 1941 
dates had been made by all of the Chicago tracks. 
There was enough in the applications to give the 
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Illinois State Racing Commission something to 
think about, for there were many conflicts, and 
three tracks made two applications for dates. 
The Aurora track, which has been granted dates 
for the last two years but has not used them, 
asked for its usual dates again. But Sportsman’s 
Park has asked for much the same dates in the 
spring, and for its usual fall meeting as well, 
which means that Aurora will almost certainly 
have to agree to use its dates if they are granted. 
Arlington Park has asked for two sets of dates, 
as has Washington Park, with the alternative sets 
fitted together. The applications:

Maryland Fall Sales 


Maryland’s annual fall sale of Thoroughbreds, 
held under the management of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association, was scheduled to 
start Wednesday night of this week at Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm at Glyndon. On 
Thursday night the sale was to shift to the Ti- 
monium fair grounds for sessions Thursday, Fri- 
day, and Saturday nights. At the one morning 
sale, on Friday, more than 50 horses in training 
were to be sold. Forty-four horses, principally 
yearlings and broodmares, were catalogued for 
Wednesday night by Mr. Vanderbilt and C. V. 
Whitney. On Thursday night the catalogue in- 
cludes 66 head. Principal consignor in this ses- 
sion is Labrot and Company, with 11 broodmares, 
12 weanlings, and two yearlings. Others selling 
on the same night: Dr. E. B. Miller, John P. 
Pons, agent, H. L. Straus, Hugo R. Hoffman, 
Charles D. Ridout, and G. L. Stryker. Sixty-one 
head were catalogued for sale Friday night, the 
principal consignors including John E. Hughes, 
C. F. Hockley, Greentree Farm, and others. Mrs. 
David A. Buckley has the largest number in the 
Saturday night sale of 57 head. She is offering 
14 mares, 10 yearlings, and eight horses in train- 
ing. The Friday morning catalogue had not been 
received by THE BLOOD-HORSE at press time. 
George Swinebroad was to be the auctioneer and 
Humphrey S. Finney, field secretary of the Mary- 
land organization, was to be in the stand with 
him. Joe H. Palmer will attend the sales for THE

*Paddy Malone 


Last fall Arnold Hanger went searching up and 
down in England for a yearling colt by the lead- 
ing sire Hyperion, finally located what he wanted 
in a handsome chestnut son of Hyperion out of 
Leger Day, by Winalot. He paid about $20,000 
for the colt, brought him to America, named 
him *Paddy Malone. This year *Paddy Malone 
started four times, won his last start, beating 
among others, the good colt Bryan Station. 
Shipped to Hartland Farm in Woodford County, 
Kentucky, he developed shipping fever on the 
way, and died on November 2. 
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FOREIGN 


La Mission 


UITE the most remarkable Thoroughbred stal- 
lion alive in the world today is Congreve, 
which stands at the famed Haras Ojo de Agua in 
Argentina. Congreve, foaled in 1924, is by Copy- 
right (South American-bred son of the North 
American-bred Tracery, son of *Rock Sand) out 
of Per Noi, by Perrier (son of Persimmon). He 
was a superlative race horse, winning 11 of his 18 
starts, finishing second in three others, third in 
one, and earning 247,571 pesos. His record in the 
stud transcends anything in the history of of 
South American Thoroughbred breeding, and, 
though adequate comparisons can hardly be made 
across SO Many years and over so many countries, 
it is doubtful whether any stallion in any country 
in the current century has so completely out- 
ranked his neighbors and his contemporaries. 

Congreve’s first get raced in Argentina in 1935, 
and in that year he finished second on the list of 
leading sires. In 1936 he was third, in two of the 
next three years he was first by a wide margin, 
and in 1940 his get have already earned more than 
in any previous season and have set him so far 
out in front of his rivals that no other sire will be 
credited with half as much in earnings. 

*Kayak II, through which Congreve is best 
known in North America, is only one among many 
top-class performers he has sired. In every crop 
of foals he has had at least one outstanding per- 
former. His get include such successful horses 
as Ix, Haut Brion, Medicis, Quemaita, Honolulu, 
Saint Patrick, Polinesia, Embrujo, Bon Vin, Heil, 
Halte-La, Guideca, Maicena, Zurrun, Judea, and 
others which are the Gallant Foxes, Cavalcades, 
Jacolas, Seabiscuits, and Level Bests of South 
America. 

This year, as usual, Congreve has come up with 
a champion, but the story is more remarkable 
than usual because the champion is a filly, by the 
name of La Mission. La Mission, foaled October 
20, 1937, and sold as a 2-year-old to La Cascada 
Stable for 24,000 pesos, one of the top prices of 
last year’s sales series, last week topped off an al- 
ready exceptional 3-year-old record by winning, on 
November 3, the Gran Premio Carlos Pellegrini 
over a course of 3,000 meters, run in 3:11%. The 
filly had already swept the classic series including 
the Polla de Potrancas (One Thousand Guineas 
equivalent), the Premio Jockey Club, and the 
Gran Premio Nacional (Derby). Incidentally, 
the one principal classic race not open to La Mis- 
sion, the Polla de Potrillos (Two Thousand Guin- 
eas equivalent) fell to Zurrun, a son of Congreve. 

La Mission is a full sister to Haut Brion, one of 
Congreve’s best sons, whose first get are now be- 
ing offered for sale as 2-year-olds. Their dam is 
Iquem, an unraced daughter of Pulgarin (by Cyl- 
lene) out of the famed mare Albilla, by Gay Her- 
mit. Albilla was the dam of top-class horses in 
Saint Emilion and Barsac, and tail-female ances- 
tress of Macon, Cote d’Or, Bon Vin, Mistico, and 
Magnax (sire of Louis B. Mayer’s *Beautiful II). 
It is one of the best families in South America. 


Wartime Cesarewitch 


During the last month, in spite of almost literal 
hell, racing has been resumed on English courses 
to an extent which no American would have be- 
lieved possible on the bomb-battered island. Last 
week, on October 30, the English racing authori- 
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ties got around to running a substitute for one of 
their most treasured events, the Cesarewitch 
Stakes. The race had an added value of about 
$2,500, drew 75 nominations, and was run over the 
July Course at Newmarket, the distance thus be- 
ing reduced from the usual 214 miles to two miles 
and 24 yards. 


The result of the race sounded quite normal, 
since the winner was French-bred, French-owned, 
and Richaras-ridden. Edward Esmond’s Hunter’s 
Moon IV “short-headed” Sir Pomm for first 
money, with King Legend third in the field of 14. 
The winner, which paid 100 to 8, is a 4-year-old 
colt by the Foxhunter (by Foxlaw, by Son-in- 
Law) out of Pearl Opal, by Bruleur out of Pearl 
Maiden, by Phaleron. He had already distin- 
guished himself as a high-class performer by win- 
ning the Prix Juigne in France and the White 
Rose Stakes in England, among other races. 


Gordon Richards, England’s greatest jockey, 
who rode the winner, a few days before the race 
had had a narrow escape when German bombers 
almost scored a hit on the car in which he and his 
wife and others were riding. 


Foreign Notes 


The unnamed 2-year-old grey colt by *Easton 
out of the former juvenile star Myrobella, by 
Tetratema, won a Juvenile Maiden Plate at Not- 
tingham, England, on October 7. *Easton stands 
now at F. Wallis Armstrong’s Meadowview 
Farms, Moorestown, N. J. 

Lord Furness, one of England’s principal breed- 
ers for the market, died early in October at Cape 
Ferrat, France. Yearlings sold by Lord Furness 
brought remarkable averages On several oc- 
casions, and in 1928 he sold 14 head for 56,250 
guineas, a record average of 4,018 guineas (about 
$21,095). He was the purchaser of the brood- 
mare Salamandra when she brought 16,000 guin- 
eas. In the years 1922 through 1938 he sold 221 
yearlings at Doncaster for 469,145 guineas, aver- 
age 2,123 guineas (about $11,145).

He did not race 
at three. He also was second in the Narragan- 
sett Special and What Cheer Handicap in his 4- 
year-old season. In 1938 Snark set a world’s 
record for 614 furlongs, and in 1938 won the Sub- 
urban Handicap (114 miles) in 2:01%5.

St. Brideaux Goes to Texas 


T. BRIDEAUX will make the 1941 season at 
the 200-acre farm of Ed Haughton, well known 
trainer and owner, outside Dallas, Texas. The 12- 
year-old son of *St. Germans—Panache, by 
Broomstick, was leased from Greentree Farm by 
Mr. Haughton and shipped to Dallas last Satur- 
day. Before shipping his racing stable to his 
farm on Sunday, Mr. Haughton said ali mares 
would be booked to the stallion under private con- 
tract. For the first time in many years the Haugh- 
ton stable will not be raced at any of the winter 
tracks, and the owner plans to spend a good part 
of his time booking the mares of Texas breeders 
to his newly acquired stallion, and developing the 
farm which he purchased last spring. St. Brideaux, 
which has stood at Greentree Farm along with 
*St. Germans, Questionnaire, and others, since his 
retirement, is the sire of six crops of racing age. 
He has got the stakes winners Cherry Jam and 
Alms, the good winner Armor Bearer, and 22 
other winners from 34 starters. Four of six foals 
in his 1938 crop have won as 2-year-olds this year. 


Kenty Goes Back to Stud 


The *Teddy horse Kenty, bred in Virginia by 
Kenneth N. Gilpin and the property of several 
owners during his racing career, has been pur- 
chased by Walter T. Wells, of Los Angeles, and 
will make the 1941 season at Mr. Wells’ Rancho 
Oro Primero, at San Fernando, along with the 
English-bred *Firozepore, a stakes winner in 
England and a winner of three races at Santa 
Anita after his importation. 

Kenty’s breeding history is somewhat unusual. 
As a 2-year-old he was bred to two mares, one of 
which got in foal, and dropped Kenty Miss, a 
good winner which included the Del Coronado 
Hotel Stakes in her victories. A representative 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE, suspecting a paddock acci- 
dent, once asked at Mr. Gilpin’s Kentmere Farm 
why an untried 2-year-old was bred, was told 
that “he was just here, so we bred him.”’ Kenty 
did not race at two, proved a good performer in 
subsequent seasons.

Mr. Mayer's Irish Yearlings 


War or no war, something has to be done with 
horses, and most of the Irish breeders who had 
made consignments to Goff’s Autumn Bloodstock 
Sales at Dublin last month let them go through 
the ring and let them bring what they would. In 
three sessions of selling 294 lots were sold for 
15,662 guineas, which is an average of only about 
53 guineas a head. But newspaper commentators 
summed up the sales as “satisfactory’”’ and went 
so far as to say that “prices exceeded general ex- 
pectations.”’ 

Top price of the sales series was 775 guineas 
paid by R. More O’Ferrall for a filly by Fairway 
out of Bower of Roses, winner of the Irish Cesare- 
witch and dam of the Irish Derby winner Rose- 
well.

Death of Charles Cella 


Charles Cella, 65-year-old race track owner 
who has been connected with racing for nearly 
50 years, died at his home in St. Louis October 29 
after a long illness.

Jockey Maurice Peters is taking a vacation 
until the opening of the Santa Anita Park meet- 
ing. 

Alfred Vanderbilt has been elected to member- 
ship in the National Steeplechase and Hunt Asso- 
ciation. 

The pari-mutuel turnover in Canada this year 
was $21,355,037, which represented a drop of 
$340,486 from last year. 

The project of reviving racing at Tampa this 
winter has been abandoned, and the referendum 
on horse racing in that district has been called 
off. 

For forgery of pari-mutuel tickets during the 
Belmont Park spring meeting, Angelo Nitti was 
sentenced on October 29 to from 21% to five years 
in Sing Sing. 

Jack Howard and Dale Shaffer have purchased 
the contract on Apprentice Joseph Carroll, who 
rode his first winner at River Downs October 10, 
from M. C. Keefe. 

Bimelech, winner of last year’s Pimlico Fu- 
turity and now being pointed for a Florida cam- 
paign, was paraded under silks before the 1940 
running of the Futurity. 

The Horse Retirement Fund has promised to 
publish, at the end of the Rockingham Park 
meeting, a list of the horses which have been re- 
tired and what has been done with them. 

Reaping, 7-year-old gelding owned by Mrs. A. 
M. Creech, was destroyed at Fairmount Park re- 
cently. The son of *Sickle—Duchess Lace, by 
Fair Play, was a stakes winner at four and five. 

The longest price ever paid at Rockingham 
Park was reached October 30, when Bright Spot 
paid $310.20 for a $2 straight ticket. Only $55 
was wagered on her, the largest bet being a lone 
$5 wager, which was worth $775.50. 

Ocean Blue, Crispin Oglebay’s 2-year-old colt 
by Blue Larkspur—Anchors Ahead, by Man 0’ 
War, won by six lengths in his first asking, at 
Pimlico November 4. The race was at six fur- 
longs and the time, 1:12%, was the best of the 
day. 

The Long Island Railroad reports a total of 
449,156 passengers carried to the three Long 
Island race tracks this fall, the figure represent- 
ing a 51 per cent gain over 1939. For the entire 
year the number is 1,193,597, a gain of 45 per 
cent.

New Gate at Hialeah 


When the Puett electric gate was first brought 
to the East at the 1939 fall meeting at Pimlico, 
its spread to other tracks was extremely rapid, 
and for months it seemed it would have as com- 
plete a hold as the Bahr stall gate had had before 
it. But last winter Santa Anita Park introduced 
a different type of electric gate, the chief differ- 
ence in principle being that instead of being held 
shut by a lock with an electric release, the com- 
partment doors at Santa Anita were held shut 
by electromagnetic force, opened by cutting off 
the current. This gate was adopted at Delaware 
Park this year, and an announcement made last 
week revealed that Hialeah Park, which used the 
Puett gate last season, would use the electromag- 
netic gate this winter. 
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SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


HERE has been such a lack of consistency 

among the leading 2-year-olds this year, with 
the notable exception of Level Best, that no stal- 
lion completely dominates the list of sires of 2- 
year-olds this season. From first to tenth place 
is a jump of some $44,000, whereas last year at 
the same time the gap was about $76,000. Cold- 
stream Stud’s *Bull Dog, sire of the Futurity 
winner Our Boots and 12 other winning juveniles, 
leads the list, and Level Best has done most to- 
ward putting the dead Equipoise second. The 10 
leaders in first monies won, through the racing of 
November 2:

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ELIMINATION 


Culls Must Be Culled Again 


Dear Mr. Estes: 


Being a thorough reader of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
I have been very interested in the various argu- 
ments regarding elimination of undesirable Thor- 
oughbreds. I have no plan to offer and I heartily 
agree that the most reasonable way is to eliminate 
the mares. I do, however, have a word of skep- 
ticism in regard to the plan of Marble E. Burch 
of California. 


First, if a horse or mare cannot win its keep, 
there is liable to be something wrong with it. I do 
not imagine that the mares that cannot win are 
without fault other than they just can’t run fast 
enough. There must be a reason for that and 
faults in conformation should tend to unsound- 
ness. They are as transmissible in breeding as 
speed. The Remount Department seems particu- 
larly desirous of good conformation. In the last 
issue of The Horse I see where 361 Thoroughbred 
stallions were inspected for purchase by the Re- 
mount, 70 were bought, or 19.3 per cent; 159 were 
lacking in substance, quality, or conformation, 96 
had poor legs or feet, 21 ringbone. I know noth- 
ing of range horses in California (I do some in 
S. D.) but I doubt if it would be a good trade to 
trade even a small bunch of range mares for a 
Thoroughbred mare with or without her papers, 
sight unseen. If these cull mares are not of good 
enough conformation to go to the Remount, why 
would their foals be? 


I have raised 25 head of half-bred geldings 
from mares of unknown breeding. In the last five 
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years I have missed selling only one to the Re- 
mount because of faulty conformation. 

I therefore think the article on How to Improve 
Several Breeds could have at least some qualifica- 
tion. If the mares are first culled from the Thor- 
oughbred ranks for lack of speed, they in turn 
should be culled again for conformation and trans- 
missible unsoundness, before attempting improve- 
ment of some other breed. 

Will enclose a picture of my Remount stallion 
Otto Friz. As too much cannot be taken from a 
picture, will say he is perfectly straight and 
sound with 74-inch heart girth, 8'4-inch bone. If 
they propose to cull Thoroughbred mares equal in 
conformation, size, and soundness to him, even if 
they couldn’t win $200 in Winnipeg, they would 
improve most any breed. 

Mr. Hay of Chicago would, I believe, go along 
with me there. His suggestion to improve the 
prettily colored horses is very sound indeed. As 
a whole they surely need it. Would like to ask a 
question though as to the chance of it being 
profitable, especially in Kentucky, Virginia, etc. 
THE BLOOD-HORSE says it costs from $1,000 to 
$1,200 to put a yearling to the Saratoga Sales. 
Even without stud fee and special care I’d think 
in that area $250 a year would be a low estimate

Too Much Weight 


Editor, THE BLOOD-HORSE: 

In re: Crimson Lancer’s article last issue 
BLOOD-HORSE, in next to last paragraph page 
532, he says: “If every race was written with the 
scale of weights in mind, useless horses would 
eliminate themselves.”’ Pardon me if I disagree. 
It is the scale of weights, plus the running of 
yearlings in January, February, and March as 2- 
year-olds that brings in racing a large percentage 
of useless horses. 

From now on through June of 1941—young 
Thoroughbreds are treated cruelly. Sending 2- 
year-olds around two turns with 20 to 25 pounds 
over scale on their backs means popped knees, 
ankles, tendons. Running 3-year-olds every Satur- 
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day through May and June with 126 pounds over 
one mile and a quarter routes break down the 
cream of our American colts, 

Whoever was responsible for the moronic rule 
—‘in races exclusively for 2-year-olds, weight 
122—-exclusively for 3-year-olds, weight 126’— 
is due the blame for most of our cripples. 

The owner of the horse of yesteryear refused to 
run with seven pounds over scale, and the horse 
a 4-year-old.
